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Eucharistic devotion, justice appeals open Philadelphia congress 


PHILADELPHIA (NC) — The 
opening days of the 41st Internation- 
al Eucharistic Congress here fea- 
tured an exhortation by Pope Paul’s 
representative to turn to Christ in 
the Eucharist, an appeal by Mother 
Teresa of Calcutta to comfort the 
unwanted and calls for international 
justice. 


On the evening of Aug. 1, the first 
day of the congress, an estimated 
350,000 people jammed a six-block 
stretch of Benjamin Franklin Park- 
way to view a candlelight procession 
of prelates from around the world 


who marched to the singing of a 


.1,000-member choir. 


THE PROCESSION, which ended 
with Benediction, was preceded by a 
parade of ethnic, parish and interest 
groups. For two hours, some. 50,000 
persons marched through the city’s 
business district to the Cathedral of 
SS. Peter and Paul, where they 
joined the -procession. 


Earlier in the day, during a 
solemn .noontime Mass in the 
11-year-old cathedral, the papal 
legate to the congress, Australian 
Cardinal James R. Knox, prefect of 
the Vatican Congregation for Sac- 
raments and Divine Worship, offi- 
cially inaugurated the eight-day 
gathering, which is held to promote 
devotion to the Eucharist. The 
Philadelphia congress, whose theme 
is ‘‘The Eucharist and the Hungers 
of the Human Family,” is stressing 
the social dimension of the Euchar- 
ist. 

‘“‘No matter how great and varied 
the needs of each of the faithful, the 
Eucharist can meet them all,’’ 
Cardinal Knox told the congrega- 
tion. Thirty-one cardinals and more 
than 160 bishops joined the royal 
family of Monaco and about 2,000 
lay people at the by-invitation-only 
Mass. 


**CHRIST,’”? CARDINAL Knox 
continued, “‘is the solution of all 
difficulties. If we ask why the world 
in its strife, tribulation and unhap- 
piness has not yet tried this solution, 
we may be obliged to ask ourselves: 
Have we Christians really tried this 
solution?”’ 

Before the gold-robed 80-voice 
National Collegiate Choir began 


singing, Cardiinal Knox presented a 
chalice to Cardinal John Krol of 
Philadelphia on behalf of Pope Paul. 
THE CHALICE, which was used - 
during the Mass, was first given to

Pope Pius VI by King Charles III of 
Spain in the first years of American 
independence. It was made with 
gold and silver from the New World. 


On the second day of the 
congress, Family Day, . Cardinal 
Terence Cooke of New York drew 
thunderous applause by his observa- 
tion in a homily that Christian 


families ‘‘have a special mission to . 


sustain and protect human life at 
every state of its existence’ in a 
society where anti-life attitudes are 
prominent and supported by ‘‘pre- 
vailing legal policy.’’ 

The cardinal urged his hearers to 
strengthen the ‘‘relationship of 
husband and wife with God and with 
each other; the relationship of 
parents and children in God’s plan; 
the relationship of. the individual 
family to God’s larger human 
family, of which it is part.”’ 


' EARLIER ON Family Day, the 


Christian family received a royal: 


endorsement from the first family of 
Monaco. ‘‘The role of the wife and 
mother in the family structure is 
probably more difficult today than 
ever before,”’’ said Princess Grace, 
the. former Grace Kelly, who 
abandoned her film career to marry 


Prince Rainier III of Monaco in 1956. 


‘‘With more and more women 
working out of necessity or desire... 
her role is more complex—though 
essentially the same as it has always 
been—namely to keep the family 
together, husband and children as a 
harmonious unit and to provide a 
link between generations.”’ 


On Aug. 3, a day devoted to 
questions of hunger and justice, 
Mother Teresa of Calcutta urged 
Catholics to combat poverty in their 
own backyards as well as in India 
and Africa. ‘‘Do we really know the 
poor in our own house and family?”’ 
the frail, 66-year-old asked congress 
participants. ‘‘Our family members 
may not be hungry or naked, but are 
you. sure no. one there feels 
unwanted or unloved?”’ 


MOTHER TERESA, foundress of 
the Missionaries of Charity, a strict 
order which serves the poor and 
dying in 13 countries, called 
abortion ‘‘a very great poverty.” 
Some countries, she said, ‘‘are 


afraid that they cannot feed and. 


educate one more child.”’

participants that receiving the 
eucharistic ‘‘bread of life’’ is an 
incomplete . experience unless 
‘‘bread for life’’ is also shared. 
Father Arrupe, who survived the 
1945 atomic bombing of Hiroshima, 
said that defense spending is a 
“‘clear sign that something has gone 
very seriously wrong with ourselves 
and the world we have built.’’ He 
called for radical ‘reform of any 
‘worldwide or national community 
which allows a small handful of its 
members to dispose of the vast 
proportion of its wealth.’’ 


ARCHBISHOP HELDER Camara 
of Olinda and Recife, Brazil; an 


Apostolic delegate says 


outspoken advocate of social justice, 
warned that some Latin American 
governments are launching a ‘‘new 
Nazism’’ to combat Communism. ‘‘I 
do not believe in or accept 
Communism,’’ Archbishop Camara 
told the audience. ‘‘But is the only 
solution to create a new Nazism?’’ 


This new Nazism, growing out of 
anti-Communism and concern for 
national security, and multinational 
corporations, ‘‘aggravating internal 
colonialism,’’ are increasing misery 
in Latin America, the archbishop 
said. He urged the Church to 
confront social injustices without 
violence. 


Pope does not endorse TM 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Pope Paul 
has neither approved nor encour- 
aged the use of Transcendental 
Meditation (TM), according to 
Archbishop Jean Jadot, ‘apostolic 
delegate in the United States. 


In a letter to Archbishop Joseph L. 
Bernardin, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
Archbishop Jadot said both his 
office and the Vatican have recently 
been asked to clarify reports that the 
Pope endorsed the movement. 


‘‘T have now been, directed by the 
cardinal secretary of state.to declare 
definitely that the Holy Father has 
neither approved nor encouraged 
Transcendental Meditation,’’ Arch-

bishop Jadot said. 


TM is a form of Eastern 
meditation involving repetition of a 
prayer-like ‘‘mantra,’’ popularized 
in this country by Maharishi Mahesh 
Yogi of India. Opinions differ on 
whether the practice constitutes a 
religion or a technique for achieving 
inner serenity. 


Archbishop Jadot previously des- 
cribed TM as ‘‘but one sympton of 
renewed interest in religious or 
spiritual matters.’’ In making those 
remarks, Archbishop Jadot said he 
‘did not endorse, approve, encour- 
age participation or render any type 
of. quality judgment on the move- 
ment.”’

Hedy Wengert has never given birth to a 
child, however, she and her husband, 


. Richard, have had more than 100 children in 


their 29 years of marriage. 

The Wengerts, of St. Vincent de Paul, 
parish, San Diego, have three adopted 
children—Steven, 26; Mary, 25; and 
Andrea, 19—and have cared for 103 foster 
children. 

“WE STARTED taking in foster children 
23 years ago when Mary was two and we 
lived in South Dakota,’’ said Mrs. Wengert. 


The Wengerts cared for four foster 


children before they adopted Andrea. Then . 


they moved to San Diego in 1954 and it 
wasn’t until 1959 that they started taking in 
foster childrén again. Since then they have 
cared for 99 children, all through the 
Children’s Home Society of California. 


Recalling their decision to begin foster 
care, Mrs. Wengert said, ‘‘Dick said you 
can’t keep adopting them. We had two at the 
time. And we always wanted a large 
family,’’ she continued. | 


THE WENGERTS are now caring for a 
four-month-old baby and three black 
children—two brothers and a sister—Jim 5; 
Landy, 4; and Ike 3. Also, their youngest 
daughter Andrea still lives with them. 


They are active parishioners of the 
Hillcrest church. Wengert is a eucharistic 


“minister and a member of the four-man 


pastoral team which guides St. Vincent’s 
prayer community. Mrs. Wengert sings in 
the folk Mass group.

House painted with love 


Vincent’s pre-school: when it is in session. 
Their mother is divorced and is going to 
school, studying to be a psychiatric aide so 
she can support her children. 


“WHEN I TAKE foster children, I’m 
doing ‘something that is worthwhile,’’ Mrs. 
Wengert said. ‘‘We’re Christian and we try 
to do what we can to help other people,’’ her 
husband added. ‘‘In helping others, there is 
a lot of satisfaction,’’ he said. 

When the Vietnamese refugees arrived at 
Camp Pendleton last year the’ Wengerts 
responded to the call for help and sponsored 
a young couple about to have a baby. The 
wife gave birth while still residing with the 
Wengerts. 

And after being exposed to the Church 
through the Wengerts’ active participation, 
at St. Vincent’s, the couple decided to 
convert to Catholicism. They received the 
sacraments of baptism, confirmation, First 
Communion and Christian matrimony at the 
same time their baby was baptized during a 
Mass at St. Vincent’s. 

The Wengerts do not find foster care 
difficult. ‘‘It is not a cross to bear,’’ the 
couple agreed. ‘‘We get more from the kids 
than they get from us,’’ Mrs. Wengert 
added. 


But with the joy of helping others, of being 
foster parents, the Wengerts also experience 
some sorrow when the children leave. And 
they have had children stay with them from a 
couple of days to 15 months.”’ 


“You cry a lot,’’ Mrs. Wengert said. 
“Even though some are difficult and I don’t 
feel like they’ve made much progress, I hate 
to see them go,”’ she said, ‘‘because it is like 
an unfinished job.’’ 


_St. Brigid youth aid invalid

Bobbie Schertzinger, a 62-year-old mul- 
tiple sclerosis victim, performed in western 
movies and on radio more than 40 years ago, 
but young people from St. Brigid’s parish, 
Pacific Beach, recently put on the best show 
she has ever seen. They painted her house 
and saved her fire insurance. 


Mrs. Schertzinger, who has lived in her 
Pacific Beach home for 27 years, was 
notified by her insurance company recently 
that her fire insurance was canceled. There 
was no explanation. 


SHE CONTACTED the company and 
found the insurance was canceled because 
the fence surrounding her home as well as 
two sides of the house needed painting. 


Mrs. Schertzinger, who hasn’t been able 
to walk in 16 years and who is a widow with 
no children, didn’t know what she was going 
to do. She lives on a disability income and 
couldn’t afford to have the house painted. 


When Brother John Cislo from St. Brigid’s 
made his weekly visit to bring Communion to 
Mrs. Schertzinger, who converted 38 years 
ago, she told him of her problem. 


“BROTHER JOHN said, ‘We will just 
have to have a house painting party. I will 


get some of the youth from the parish,’ ’’ she 
related. 


The insurance company renewed the 
policy when it learned Mrs. Schertzinger’s 
house was going to be painted. 


On a recent Saturday 15 young people 
showed up at her home accompanied by 
Brother John and Sister Justine Withey, also 
of the parish staff, and they brought paint 
purchased by the parish. 


CHIPPING, cleaning and painting the 
young adults from Open House, St. Brigid’s 
group for single Catholics 18-35, tackled the 
job and finished it the following Saturday. 
The result was a bright yellow house with 
white trim surrounded by a new-looking 
white picket fence. 


The group’s president, Jane Orlik, said 
their act of kindness was to ‘‘help build the 
community. We all need each other; that’s 
the important thing,’’ she added. 


Mr. Schertzinger’s husband died of cancer 
1S years ago. But she knows she is well 
taken care of by all her friends, especially 
“‘the One up above,’’ she said. ‘‘He is my 
best One. He’s always watching over me. I 
said prayers and prayers about my 
insurance,’’ she related, ‘‘and look what , 
happened!”’

After communist takeover 


What is happening in Vietnam? 


Anti-religious propaganda and strict controls on 
travel are major weapons of the Communist regime 
in South Vietnam against the Catholic Church and 
other religions, a French priest recently expelled 
from South Vietnam has revealed in Paris. 


Father Jean Faugere, 55, of the Paris Foreign 
Missions was one of 17 foreign Catholic priests and 
nine nuns expelled by the government in Ho Chi 
Minh City (formerly Saigon) on July 9. 


PRISON TERMS are usual punishment for such 
offenses as failure to have the required travel 
papers, reported Father Faugere and Father Henri 
Real, 72, a Jesuit. who was expelled at the same 
time. 


During an interview in Paris with NC News, 
Father Faugere said it is believed that two bishops 
and about 200 priests are in South Vietnamese 
prisons, and in addition a number of armed forces 


chaplains of the former regime are in ‘‘reeducation, 


camps.’’ 

He said one French priest, Father Jean Mais, 
spent nine months in prison after being arrested on 
the highway near Son Loc without necessary travel 
papers. Then he was released and expelled about 
the beginning of June. 


EVERY VILLAGE and neighborhood has 
“‘reeducation meetings’’ every evening, said 
Father Faugere. One day it might be for children, 
the next for adolescents and the next for adults. 


“A large part of these meetings consists of 
anti-religious propaganda,’’ he said, ‘‘not just 
against the Catholic Church, but against all the 
religions. It is official policy that Marxism must be 
taught, including atheism, from nursery school 
on.’’ 


He said the new regime has been telling the 
population that foreign priests are spies—which 
could help explain what happened at the departure 
of the 26 priests and nuns from Ho Chi Minh City. 


ONLY THEIR hand luggage remained to be 
checked, but Father Faugere said he had never 
before. experienced such a thorough search. There 
was no body search, but the check on baggage went 
as far as taking apart alarm clocks and ballpoint 
pens—without finding any contraband. 


When they were called in and told they must ask 
for permissiion to leave or they would be expelled, 
said Father Faugere, they were told: 


‘‘Thank you for everything over many years that 
the Fathers and Sisters have done for Vietnam. But 
now that the policy of freedom of religion is 
assured, the presence of foreign missionaries is 
unnecessary, the Vietnamese clergy being suffici- 
ent.”’ 


Both Fathers Faugere and Real said they believe 
it will be only a short time before the remaining 20 
or so foreign priests, brothers and nuns are 
expelled. 


THEY SAID the practice of religion in Saigon was 
still normal—Mass is said without interference and 
student priests are still in training—but this was 
not entirely the case outside the former capital. 


In rural areas, they said, priests were sometimes 
given only half an hour for Sunday Mass, and 
people were kept working in the fields right to the 
minute scheduled for the Mass to begin. 


“‘Nobody can travel freely,’ said Father 
Faugere. ‘‘That is what causes the greatest trouble. 


“STUDENT PRIESTS have’ found they cannot 
get the necessary authorization to travel to their 
seminaries. Bishops cannot get the travel permits 
for priests to replace foreign priests that have been 
expelled or to fill vacancies for other reasons.’’ 


The two priests said Ho Chi Minh City was losing 
much of old Saigon’s Westernized look by the time 
they and their colleagues left Vietnam. © 


Gasoline supplies had been cut off for private 
vehicles, including the formerly omnipresent 
motorscooters, except at black market prices at six 
times the official price. 


RICE RATIONS remained sufficient only for 
government functionaries and the workers that the 
authorities wanted to keep at work in the city’s 
factories, they said. : 


To get enough rice, the rest of the population had 
to go to the ‘‘new economic regions’’—that is, the 
areas being reopened to agriculture. These areas, 
the priests said, were often poorly prepared for the 
new settlers, and collective farming was the rule in 
the new economic regions, although private 
farming continued in other areas. 


“‘The mortality rate for the settlers is terrible,’’ 
said Father Faugere. ‘‘There are often no 
medicines. Sanitary conditions are very bad. Some 
of the young revolutionaries who prepare the areas 
do everything they can to help the people but they 
do not have the necessary resources.’’’ 


FOREIGN VISITORS who are taken-to see the © 


new economic regions are shown two or three 
camps that are much better organized and are run 
by enthusiastic revolutionaries, he said. 


“The people are going. to suffer greatly,’’ 
predicted Father Real, speaking of both the 
spiritual life and the physical conditions in South 
Vietnam. 


Both the French priests were hesitant to predict 
what would happen to religion over the long run 
under the new regime, although they believed 
Christianity’s strong roots (about 10 per cent of the 
population in both South and North Vietnam before 
the Communist victories) would mean the 
continuation of some religious practice. 


They also wondered aloud whether what they 
said might have a bad effect on priests and nuns 
still in Vietnam. But they said they felt they should 
report factually what they had seen and heard. 
With travel restrictions, they said, they had not 
been outside the Saigon area since the fall of the 
former regime more than a year ago.

Inner thoughts and seekings 


We were talking...about introspec- 
tion, inhibition and integration and 
how they mesh in the movements of 
our emotional and spiritual life. 

Introspection and inhibition are 
words we have come to learn through 
scientific journals and we do not use 
them with particular pleasure or in 
admiration. Their connotation is 
almost always censorious—and in that 
| think we do them injustice! 


INTROSPECTION AND inhibition 
are, after all, eminently Christian 
attributes. In the name of examination 
of conscience we teach our children 
introspection, and train them in 
inhibition—of their anger, hatreds 
and other anti-social conversation. 

We “‘retreat’’ in order to ‘‘medi- 

_tate’’ on the ‘‘interior life,’’ often 
fasting and inhibiting our natural 
desire for companionship and conver- 
sation. 

In prayer and our search for 
self-knowledge, in pursuit of spiritual- 
ity and relationship with God, we area 
truly introspective and _ inhibitive 
community. 

__ THE DIFFERENCE, of course, lies 


in that the determining circumstance 
of Christian restraint and inner 
seeking, is response to the pervasive 
love of Christ—a longing to discover 
the way to die to self that we might 
live in him. 

Without this motivation, it is true, 
introspection and self-denial can be a 
cold and lonely exercise, not without 
personal threat. 


Perhaps this is why modern secular 
prophets, in their mission to persuade 
man that he is his own god—or, at the 
other end of the scale, little more than 
animal—urge us to ‘‘let it all hang 
out’’ in endless, thoughtless exhibi- 


. tion and colloquy. 


IN SILENCE AND reflection we 
meet our fears and failures head-on 
and, too, our need for something; 
someone beyond ourselves. It is here 
that we must encounter Christ, if we 
are to find strength and nourishment 
to persevere and grow in our witness 
to him in the world. 


‘‘At-some moment | answered Yes 


to Someone, or Something,’ Dag _ 


Hammerskjold wrote in Markings, 


pointing up the persistent dilemma of 
faith. 


In his tireless search for personal 
integrity and self-knowledge, Ham- 
merskjold accepted as his basic 
premise, the conviction that at the 
deep level of our being, we are always 
alone. Without this acceptance, he 
said, he could ‘‘never have borne the 
silence’’ where he found God. 


But, with sacramental proofs of the 
continuing presence of Christ, and the 
voluminous testimony of personal 
experience of the faithful, surely our 
own conviction must be to the 
contrary? We are never alone—most 
particularly in the silence where we 
find God. 


AND FOR US, the Yes is always to 
Someone—more, to the One. Faith 
may be a leap in the dark, as the 
saying goes, but since the Incarna- 
tion, we have not been without a light 
in the darkness. A light which reaches 
us On a very personal level. 

Even so, if we are to discern its 
rays, we Cannot escape the necessity 
of entering the discipline of introspec- 


tion and denial where our vision may 
sharpen and grow clearer. 


Seeing ourselves more clearly, we 
may see others clearer and begin to 
perceive God’s action in our world. It 
is in the belief in God’s commitment 
to the world and to humanity, clarified 
and identified in the person of Christ, 
that we are restrained from a purely 
inward and upward outreach and 
drawn into involvement in the world of 
which we are part. 


TRUE CHRISTIAN living is to be 
fully engaged in the world, in 
whatever state we find ourselves, but 


always in relation to our union with 
Christ. 


This predicates inevitable and 
necessary sustained effort and cease- 
less prayer. It is in prayer that the 
whole fabric of living is drawn 
together. In prayer we come. to 
integrate the effect of our introspec- 
tions and inhibitions—our action in 
the world and movement towards 
God—and bring it to a whole. And in 
the process we are ourselves made 
whole. 
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Abortion challenges freedom 


Our marvelous Constitution which has 

¢ weathered so many problems particularly in 
recent years, supports life, liberty and the 

pursuit of happiness. When a woman freely 
chooses a husband she consents to conjugal 

union and with this consent she assumes the 
pleasures and responsibilities of this union. 


Therefore, once the freedom is chosen, all 
that concerns that freedom, is accepted. If 
pregnancy is not desired thén the related 
freedoms should not be chosen. 


If pregnancy occurs the child is as much 
the husband’s as the wife’s and he should 
surely have an equal vote about the 
existence of the baby whether or not the 
development of the child occurs in the 
woman.

Live the Gospel so that 
when Christ comes you 
will be ready for him

In the closing moments of Fiddler On the 
Roof a small cluster of Jews who are fleeing 
persecution in the Russian village of 
Anatevka pause a moment to reflect upon 
their plight. 

One of the villagers says to the rabbi ‘‘all 
our lives we have been waiting for the 
Messiah...wouldn’t it be wonderful if he 
came now?”’ The rabbi replies simply and 
pragmatically, ‘‘Well, we will have to wait 
someplace else.”’ 


IT IS THE nature of man to wait for 
deliverance by God. The Old Testament is 
filled with references to the Day of the Lord. 
The Kidron Valley that separates Jerusalem 
from the Mount of Olives is lined with the 
tombs of those buried there is the belief that 
it will be the place of Judgment (if they’re 
Jews) or the site of Jesus’ Second Coming (if 
they’re Christians). 


A runaway best selling book a few years, 


ago was The Late Great Planet Earth, in 
which author Hal Lindsay interpreted 
biblical prophecy in such a way that Christ’s 
Second Coming seemed imminent. 

Recently I saw a bumper sticker that 
warned ‘‘Danger, in case of rapture this car 
will be abandoned.”’ 

IN OUR LITURGY, we Catholics regularly 
profess our faith that ‘‘Christ will’ come 
again,’’ or pray ‘“‘Lord Jesus, come in 
glory.”’ 

Christianity is eschatological in its 


orientation, it lives in anticipation of what is 
to come, based on a recognition that the last 
days have begun with Christ and await only 
His action to complete them. 


If such anticipation fills Christians today, 
2,000 years after Christ's promise to return, 
it should not be difficult for us to understand 
the anxiety of early Christians who, in many 
cases, expected Jesus to return in their 
lifetime. 


THE GREEKS HAD a word used to 
describe the ceremonial visit of a king to a 
city...parousia. Christians quickly adopted it 
and applied it to the longed-for return of 
Christ. Just as today there are cases of what 
Father John L. McKenzie refers to as 
“‘eschatological irresponsibility’’...folks who 
sell everything and move to a mountaintop to 
await the parousia...there were Christians in 
the early Church who were too busy keeping 
one eye on the sky to tend to the normal and 
necessary tasks of supporting themselves 


‘and their families. 


The prevalence of the problem is indicated 
by the fact that the two earliest writings of 
the New Testament, First and Second 
Thessalonians, are concerned with questions 
raised by the Christians of that city about the 
parousia. 


It appears that the Christians at 
Thessalonica were anxious about those who 
died before the parousia. Paul reminds them 
that they should not grieve excessively over 
their dead and should keep always before 
them the promise of the resurrection which

have quoted in defense of man’s own

Since God’s thoughts are not our thoughts 
and His ways not our ways, it remains 
forever true that God has many surprises for 
us. We figure out a situation, a problem, the 
future, according to human wisdom. Usually 
that is our only wisdom, and for most of life’s 
situations it must suffice. But there are areas 
of life—our relationships with others and 
their relationships with God—in which 
human wisdom often looks foolish. 


In dealing with such important things as 
direction of lives and salvation of the 
world—areas which are considerably God’s 
own—we may be saying one thing and God 
another or planning one action and God an 
entirely different one. Naturally, God wins. 


I READ PAUL’S letters to the Thessalon- 
ians and there he was—even Paul—expect- 
ing Christ’s second coming too soon. 
Because it didn’t come he sounded foolish. 
Was he wrong? Later in his letter to the 
Phillipians, Paul is ‘“‘running the good race, 
straight toward the goal.’’ He is not sitting 
around waiting for the second coming. of 
Christ. He is keeping himself in shape,. 
making himself more perfect, running with 
Jesus and sharing His sufferings—while 
eagerly waiting for Jesus to come. 


Have you noticed that for those who 


~ believe, life is a continuous paradox? It was 


for Paul. He thought the second coming of 
Christ would be soon. When it didn’t happen 
Paul gave in to God’s ways and thoughts. He 
readjusted his outlook. ; 


Christ’s second coming really is a kind of 
paradox. God is always coming and man is 
always waiting for Him to come. God is 
always coming but unless man is expecting 
Him, he misses Him because he isn’t ready. 


GETTING READY is important. We might 
even say that God is waiting to come, but 
can’t until man in his own heart, or mankind 
and the world as a whole, are ready for His 
coming. Without the expectant faith in 
Christ’s coming, little toward helping hasten 
that great event gets done. 


There is a much maligned and half-quoted 
passage from St. Iranaeus that modern men 


” 


person fully alive...’ It suggests man’s 
unlimited possibilities as man. 


It is a beautiful passage and properly 
understood, a true one. But St. Iranaeus, 
perhaps in order not to be misunderstood, 
added a second part which is seldom quoted: 
“‘...and the life of such a person consists in 
beholding God.”’ 


I BELIEVE that the paradox of man’s life 
is that his unlimited potential is limited by 
having his eyes fixed on God. If his gaze is 
off center, fixed on anything else but God, 
he can never be ‘‘a person fully alive;”’ if his 
heart’s desire is not really a desire for God, 
then he can never be ‘‘the glory of God.”’ 


For Paul, Christ is God and his imagery is 
in terms of Christ. He had his eyes forever 
fixed on Christ so that Christ crucified was 
all that he preached; Christ was all he knew; 
Christ is what he lived. He was ‘ta human 
person fully alive’’—with Christ. 


In Phillipians he says: ‘‘All I want is to 
know Christ and to experience the power of 
his resurrection; to share in his sufferings 
~and become like him in his death, in the 
hope that I myself will be raised from death 
to life...We are citizens of heaven, and we 
eagerly wait for our Savior to come from 
heaven, the Lord Jesus Christ.’’ 


EACH ONE of us must believe that the 
Lord is coming because he is coming—every 
day. We must have the expectant faith in the 
Lord's coming today, when we need Him, 
when we seek Him, when we ask Him to 
come. 


Expectation in the Lord’s coming is 


power; it can move mountains. Sometimes 
the greatest mountains to be- moved are 


ourselves. We pray, for instance, with the - 


expectancy of faith that the Lord will change 
the relationship between ourselves and 
another, perhaps a child who is breaking our 
heart, and much to our surprise the Lord 
changes us and with it the relationship. 
Again God’s ways have not been our ways, 
but our expectant faith in the Lord’s coming 
has been, to the glory of God, fruitful. 


Come, Lord Jesus! 


will precede the Second Coming (I 
Thessalonians 4:13ff). 


“FOR IF WE believe that Jesus died and 
rose, God will bring forth with Him from the 
dead those also who have fallen asleep 
believing in Him. We say to you, as if the 
Lord Himself had said it, that we who live, 
who survive until His coming, will in no way 
have an advantage over those who have 
fallen asleep’’ (I Thessalonians 4:14-15). 


Hope is the key here. The Thessalonians 
because of their concern that the dead will 
not share in the glorious coming of Christ are 
mourning with a sorrow that lacks Christian 
hope...a hope that springs only from faith in 
the resurrection. 


Then Paul sketches a vivid word picture of 
the parousia, rich in Old Testament 
symbolism. 


“NO, THE LORD himself will come down 
from heaven at the word of command, at the 
sound of the archangel’s voice and God’s 
trumpet; and those who have died in Christ 
will rise first. Then we, the living, the 
survivors, will be caught up with them in the 
clouds to meet the Lord in the air. 
Thenceforth we shall be with the Lord 
unceasingly’’ (I Thessalonians 4:16-17). 


Paul’s expectation of the parousia was 
strong at the time of First Thessalonians, 
and he counsels watchfullness warning that 
“the day of the Lord is coming like a thief in 
the night’’ (I Thessalonians 5:2). His tone 
changes in Second Thessalonians where he 
faces a growing belief on the part of some 
members of the community that the parousia 
has already come. 


He cautions the community not to be 
misled and reminds them of the signs that 
Scripture and tradition say will precede the 


Day of the Lord; apostasy and the revelation 
of the lawless one. Another mysterious force 
is mentioned, the restrainer, who holds back 
the lawless one. 


ALL OF THIS, Paul says, has been taught 
to the Thessalonians. The result is that they 
know, but we do not, what or who restrains 
the lawless one. 


There has been an incredible amount of 
scholarly study and speculation as to the 
meaning of this text but the important thing 
is that whenever the mysterious restrainer 
no longer blocks the lawless one,. then the 
lawless one will be destroyed by the 
manifestation of Christ in His coming. 


What Paul counsels about the parousia is 
extremely relevant today when ‘‘calendar- 
izing’’ of Biblical texts to attempt to read 
into them signs from contemporary history is 
so popular. 


HIS ADVICE IS right to the point: Don’t 
get so concerned about when or how the 
parousia will take place that you fail to 
prepare for it by living the Gospel so that 
when Christ comes you will be ready to greet 
Him. 


Finally, in his letter to the Philippians, 
Paul offers the classic advice to Christians of 
all times who are filled with anxieties about 
the Second Coming. 


“Rejoice in the Lord always! I say it again. 
Rejoice! Everyone should see how unselfish 
you. are. The: Lord is near: Dismiss all 
anxiety from your minds. Present your needs 
to God in every, form of prayer and in 
petitions full of gratitude. Then God's own 
peace, which is beyond all understanding, 
will stand guard over your hearts and minds 
in Christ Jesus’ (Philippians 4:4-7).

e ry Peace was the bequest of Jesus to His 
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lowers. 


FIRST, HE left the heritage of inner 
peace, the inner peace which comes through 
that faith which perceives the purpose in life 
and the path by which that purpose may be 
attained. 


Second, He left the heritage of peace 
between man and his maker, the peace 
which comes through the realization that 
historic alienation between man and God 
had been overcome and that personal 
unfaithfulness to God had been and could be 
forgiven. 


Third, He left the heritage of peace among 
men, peace within the human family. The 
family of Jesus, the Holy Family, was a 
model of peace—a family unit attuned to and 
faithful to the will of the heavenly Father in 
all things, a family at peace through mutual 
love, mutual sacrifice, mutual respect. 


THE COMMUNITY of the disciples of 
Jesus found peace, peace in the principles 
Jesus taught and peace in the example of 
humility and service which He gave. 


The entire human family, torn apart as it 
is by war and violence and dissension, still 
possesses in the revelation and redeeming 
life of Jesus a blueprint and a model for 
peace: “‘Love one another as I have loved 
you;”’ ‘‘Greater love than this no man hath 
than that a man lay down his life for his 
friends;’’ “‘If you love me, keep my 
commandments.”’ ' 

“‘Peace I leave with you; my peace I give 
you. : 


SURELY, A world at war hungers for 
peace; the victims of violence hunger for 
peace; the objects of alienation hunger for 
peace—and the hunger for peace can be 
satisfied at the table of the Lord. ; 


First, to receive Jesus in the Eucharist,

one must fiirst be at peace with God, with sin 
forgiven by God and with the resolution to 
remain in God’s love. 


Second, in receiving Jesus in the 
Eucharist, one’ partakes in the fruits of the 
most stupendous ‘“‘peace treaty’’ ever 
proclaimed—the Blood of the everlasting 
covenant between God and the human 
family, the covenant through which God 
reconciled the human family to Himself by 
accepting the sacrifice of His Son. 


Third, receiving Jesus in the Eucharist 
implies a forgiveness of others granted 
before an approach is made to the table of 
the Lord and a commitment of service made 
at that table. Thus, the groundwork of peace 
should be laid through mutual forgiveness; 
the structure of peace should be continued 
through the commitment to justice and 
service which follows from ever closer 
identification with Christ whose Body and 
Blood are received. 


A banquet is a sign of friendship—and 
friendship is the flower of peace. To feast at 
the table of the Lord on the Lord’s own Body 
and Blood as spiritual food is to feast in the 
friendship of God, the friendship of one’s 
fellow believers and the friendship of the 
entire human family who are seen to be 
God’s children, Christ’s brothers and sisters 
and members of our own family deserving of 
our loving concern and service. 


THE LATE Pope Pius XII had as his 
motto: “‘Peace is the work of justice.’’ 
Justice is making things right and giving to 
all persons what is due to them. 

In the Eucharist, things are made right 
between God and the human family by the 
gift of God who grants forgiveness and 
communicates love; in the Eucharist, all 
persons receive much more than their due, 


as they share in the life of Christ Himself ~ 


and receive the pledge of a life of unending 
happiness and peace; in the Eucharist, the 
hunger for peace is satisfied as those who 
receive His Body and Blood resolve to work 
for peace by sacrificing their own lives in 
love for others. 


NEXT WEEK IN INSIGHTS the two Pauline letters—Colossians and Ephesians and I and II 
Timothy, Titus and James will be featured. In these ‘‘pastoral’’ epistles, which are relatively 
late letters, we first study the development of the theology of the Church in the areas of 
Christology and Ecclesiology, then the Church becoming more stable but ingrowing. 

In preparation, read the letters to the Colossians and the Ephesians, Timothy, Titus and 
James. 

The three remaining weeks of this biblical series will discuss the first and second letters of 
Peter and the epistles and apocalypse of John.

Biblical Profiles 


Samson: story of a need 
for spiritual strength

Believe it or not, biblical long hair has 
something to do with asceticism. Today long 
hair is often, not always, associated with 
rebellion and self indulgence. Not so in 
Scripture. Samson, a prime example of the 
ascetic long hair, took the vow of a Nazarite, 
an individual committed to God in a special 
mariner. 


The Nazarite practiced total abstinence 
from alcohol, refused to get a haircut lest a 
man-made tool profane this God-given 
growth, avoided contact with the dead, and 
practiced the dietary rituals with absolute 
strictness. 


IT WAS AN individual choice. Samson 
entered no monastery. The vow could be 
taken for life, or temporarily with a view to 
some special project. A mother who 
dedicates her child to this vow during the 
pregnancy also assumed the ascetical 
practices. These customs continued into 
New Testament times. 


John the Baptist is pictured as an ascetic, 
though it is not certain he took the Nazarite 
vow. There is some thought that Paul took 
the vow to appease Jews who felt he had no 
respect for their religious ways. (Cf Acts 
21:23-26) i 


Paul financed the expenses of four poor 
men who needed money for their Temple 
sacrifices connected with their taking of the 
Nazarite vows. In this Paul showed respect 
for the practices, but did not win the 
confidence of his Jewish opposition. 


ASCETICISM IS normally associated with 
spiritual strength even though athletes have 
typically improved their physical prowess 
through disciplines every bit as demanding 
as any asceticism. In the story of Samson, 
the romanticism of his collosal power tends 
to obscure the essential spiritual nature of 
his life and intentions. He tends to come 
across as an amiable giant, prone to a fatal 
weakness for pretty girls. 

His bout with Delilah, which has fed 
Hollywood with plenty of fuel for a biblical 
epic, does come across as a variation of 
Adam and Eve. The noble giant Adam is 
seduced by the temptress Eve. 


The focus on the clipping of his locks that 


leads to the loss of his strength is a heavily 
physical way of saying that his inner 
spiritual resources had been eroded by a 
failure to live up to his ideals. His external 
asceticism did not produce an interior moral 


fiber, with the result that his moral 
resistence flounders in the face of 
temptation. 


THE VIVIDNESS and drama of the details 
of the story tend to make Samson endure in 
the imagination as a luckless superman 
rather than a human being whose faith fails 
him at the crucial moment because he hasn’t 
really been working on it very much anyway. 
Our natural fascination with bodily strength 
has a way of obscuring the spiritual message 
of the story, namely, that a deep dedication 
of one’s faith life to God could produce 
powerful results, could even move moun- 
tains, as Jesus says. 


That is why Samson is able to burst the 


strongest and tightest ropes his enemies - 


could find to restrain him. That is why he 
could literally rip a gate from its hinges. No 
need, however, to hope for such spectacular 
results from faith. We do not believe in order 
to be muscle men. We believe in order to be 
athletes of the spirit, people of impressive 
character, principled in our morality and 
tireless in our devotion to loving concern for 
others. 


Probably the best thing to do with the 
Samson story is to read it often enough until 
the legendary feats fade into the background 
and the basic religious meaning of the story 
begins to step forward. The New Testament 
stresses the need for a strength that does not 
rely on power be that military or athletic. It 
is not that such power has no importance, 
but that spiritual power is of a different kind. 


MILITARY AND athletic strength deal’ 


with agression and defense. Spiritual power 
calls for vulnerability, the wound-ability that 
Icts one’s defenses down that trust (and 
possible betrayal) may occur. This is a 
vulnerability that is of one voice with the 
cross where the five wounds are simultan- 
eously five ways to reach out and heal the 
very ones doing the hurting. 


The Samson story is not meant to be a 


temptation to try and become Mr. 
Strongman/woman. It is a tale of the need to 
reach for deeper power which is spiritual.

By Supreme Court order 


Mass. parental consent law tied up 


BOSTON (NC)—A_ U.S. 
Supreme Court order has 
barred enforcement of a 
Massachusetts law requiring 
either parental consent or a 
court order before an unmar- 
ried minor could have an 
abortion. 


Justice William J. Brennan 
Jr. handed down the injunc- 
tion shortly after abortion 
advocate William Baird held 
a press conference at which 
three hooded women who 
said they were unmarried, 
pregnant and under 18 
appeared. 
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Baird, of Long Island, 
N.Y., who runs an abortion 
clinic called the Parents Aid 
Society here, had previously 
tried to have the Massachu- 
sets law declared unconstitu- 
tional. 


In its ruling, however, the 
Supreme Court did not settle 
the question of the Massa- 
chusetts law’s constitution- 
ality; rather, it said the 
federal court should not have 
ruled ‘‘pending authoritative 
construction of the statute by 
the Supreme Judicial Court 
of Massachusetts.”’ 

Although it struck down a 
Missouri law requiring par- 
ental consent before unmar- 
ried minors could obtain 
abortions in its July 1st 
rulings, the Supreme Court 
indicated that it might look 
favorably upon a law such as 
the one here should it ever 
have to rule on the issues.

Bishop to use general absolution 
foreach out to alienated Catholics 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (NC)— 
General absolution is in- 
cluded in a diocesan cam- 
paign here to bring ‘‘religi- 
ously inactive’’ Catholics 
back to the Church. 


The campaign was launch- 
ed by Bishop Caroll T. Dozier 
of Memphis during a ‘‘Mini- 
Eucharistic Congress.”’ 

IN A HOMILY to more 
than 1,700 persons gathered 
for the congress Bishop 
Dozier said it was his 
responsibility to take the first 
step toward inactive Catho- 
lics by ‘‘extending healing 
and reconciliation to them if 
they will but accept.’’ 


He said the use of general 
absolution is ‘‘the proper 
approach to the religiously 
inactive person.’’ Bishop 
Dozier explained general 
absolution as the ‘‘absolving 
of sin without a personal 


confession by the individual 
at that precise time. 


“If you have experienced 
it, perhaps it was during war 
when there was an attack and 
time was an element,’’ the 
bishop said. ‘‘The confession 
of individual sins was de- 
layed until some other mo- 
ment less hurried or tense.”’ 


NOTING THAT people 
“tend to shy away from the 
ministry of reconciliation,’’ 
the bishop said ‘‘we must 
understand our call to this 
ministry of reconciliation and 
we must understand that it 
involves us personally in this 
ministry in our words and in 
our actions.”’ 

He explained religiously 
inactive and active Catholics 
would be invited to partici- 
pate in liturgical celebrations 
of reconciliation in November 
and December. 


‘Protestant interest in papacy growing’ 


CINCINNATI (NC)—Inter- 
est in the papacy is growing 
among Protestants, a Catho- 
lic theologian, Father George 
Tavard said in an interview 
in the August issue of St.

PRINCETON, N.J.—A Gallup. poll re- 
leased here said that Catholics favor the 
presidential candidacy of Jimmy Carter 
more strongly than any other group.

MUNICH—Cardinal Julius Doepfner, 62, 
died suddenly of a heart attack July 24, 
reducing the number of the College of 
Cardinals to 136. He was made cardinal in 
1958 by Pope John while Bishop of Berlin. In 
1961 Cardinal Doepfner was named to the 
Munich archdiocese. Known as a leading 
innovator at the Second Vatican Council he 
became the youngest bishop in Europe when

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age 35. 


Greed ‘destroying’ family 

DAYTON, Ohio—The love of power and 
material things is the ‘‘root problem’’ not 
only of family discord, but of social 
upheaval, Father Gabriel Calvo, founder of 
the Marriage Encounter movement said 
here. Homes, he said, have become 
“warehouses for things, where material 
goods are often niore important than people. 
As a result, relationships in the family have 
broken down and the entire society has been 
damaged,”’ he noted.

from a takeover by a huge conglomerate.

associates, Marty Feldman and Dom 
DeLuise, pursue Burt Reynolds, Paul 
Newman, Liza Minnelli, James Caan and 
Anne Bancroft to be in the movie.

The spectacular flight of John Montgom- 
ery’s ash wood tandem wing aeroplane, on 
April 29, 1905, was hailed in the press as 
“one of the most notable achievements of 
the present scientific age.’’ 


Christened the Santa Clara in honor of the 
Jesuit college where Prof. Montgomery had 
constructed ‘‘the strange bird-like ma- 
chine,’’ the ship elicited from Alexander 
Graham Bell the observation that ‘‘all 
subsequent attempts in aviation must begin 
with the Montgomery machine.”’ 


ABOUT 1,500 anxious people gathered for 
the exhibition flight which was scheduled as 
the major event for the traditional 
“President’s Day’’ at the college. Among 
those specially invited to watch the 
aeronaut, Daniel J. Maloney, become ‘‘the 
first man to fly maneuvered flight’’ in the air 
was Montgomery’s first half-cousin, Coad- 
jutor Archbishop George T. Montgomery of 
San Francisco. 


When preparations for the flight were 
made and the balloon, which was to take the 
aeroplane up for its flight, was inflated, 
Father Robert McKenna, with other priests 
and vested attendants, walked to the center 
of the field and performed the ceremony of 
blessing the novel machine. ‘‘The prayers 
were read and psalms chanted in accordance 
with Catholic tradition.’’ 


According to an eye-witness account of the 
15-minute flight, ‘‘the aeronaut directed his 
course straight against 
proceeded, in an all but level plane, for more 
than 300 yards. He then turned, the wings 
forming an angle of 45 degrees, and dashing 
back with frightening speed, he succeeded 
by the same manipulation of the wings to 
turn again and to move downwards. 


ROBERT RIPLEY revealed, years later, in 
his famous ‘‘Believe It Or Not’’ series, that 
Archbishop Montgomery refused to person- 
ally bless the aeroplane on the grounds that 
“it could some day become a source of 
frightful war bombing!’

It was this apprehension that influenced 
Father McKenna, to add to his invocation 
the petition that ‘‘Archbishop Montgom- 
ery’s fears of disaster by warplanes to the 
human race might not be realized.’’ 


Dirigible Mass 


The Zeppelin Hindenburg is remembered 
in the annals for its tragic explosion, on May 
6, 1937, at its mooring, in Lakehurst, N.J., 
with the loss of 36 lives. : 

CATHOLICS MIGHT recall another 
historic scene associated with the famous 
dirigible that took place just a year earlier, 
on May 7, 1936, during the maiden voyage 


_from Friedrichshafen to the United States. 


With special permission from Eugenio 
Cardinal Pacelli, Papal Secretary of State, 
Father Paul Schulte, OMI, offered Mass 
over the Atlantic, for the ‘‘first time aboard 
an airship.”’ 

The evening before, a typewritten 
announcement was posted on the ship’s 
bulletin board, with the authorization of Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, the commander. It read: 

“Tomorrow morning, May 7, 1936, at 
8:30, the first Holy Mass aboard an airship 
will be said in the social hall of the Zeppelin 
Hindenburg. All passengers invited to 
attend,”’ 


IN HIS BRIIEF homily, Father Schulte 
said the Mass was being offered ‘‘for all 
peoples and all nations, especially those 
represented on board.’’ It was an hour of 
gratitude, he said, ‘‘gratitude for the 
constructor, the commanding officers of the 
ship and the entire crew, all of whom had 
made this epochal trip so pleasant, but of 
gratitude in the first place to Almighty 
God.”’ 

Father Schulte added that ‘‘God must be 
present when the ship is built. He must also 
be present as it is piloted, so that we may not 
only arrive safely in New York, but also 
safely traverse the ocean of life.’’ 

Following its maiden voyage, the Zeppelin 
Hindenburg made 35 additional crossings of 
the Atlantic before that tragic day when the 
hydrogen-filled ship burst into flames as it 
was about to anchor at Lakehurst.
